WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Congress will 


meet next Monday and will find its calen- 
dars loaded down with business left over 
from the last session. The Senate calendar 
includes 299 bills and resolutions,

The 
House calendars are, of course, far more 
heavily loaded.

Committee of the Whole on the State 
at the Union contains 171 bills; the calen- 
dars of the House itself 160; the calendar 
of private bills 465, and 258 bills which have 
passed the Senate are are now lying on the 
Sj>eaker's table.

BREWSTER WANTS BHFORM. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Attorney-Gen- 


eral Brewster has 
completed his an- 


nual report It contains a number of sug- 
gestions and recommendations looking to 
new legislation 
amendatory to existing 


statutes. 
Our 
criminal

simplified,

challenges 
provided, 
and 


the trials shorn of the technical objections 
and numberless dilatory motions that can 
now be interposed to prevent a speedy trial 
upon the merits. In preparing indictments 
for offenses against the United States it is 
now necessary to follow the common law 
torms of the last century, with all their 
technicalities, verbosity of description, aifl 
repetitions, so that what should be a star 
pie and concise written accusation be- 
comes a long and confused mass of descrip- 
tions and allegations wholly unintelligible 
to both defendant and Jury. With a view 
to remedying the evils, omissions and de- 
fects of criminal procedure, Mr. Brewster 
submits a number of carefully selected 
forms and recommends their adoption as 
general laws for tho courts of the United 
States. 


The Attorney-General recommends that 


the jurisdiction of the United States Circuit 
and District Courts, for the judicial district 
of Maryland, be extended for the purpose 
Ot seum ing trial in such courts and before 
juries drawn from the entire State of Mary- 
land, of cases involving crimes committed m 
the District of Columbia, 


The Attorney-(*eneral renews his recom- 


mendations tiiat the system of paying United 
States Marshals be changed from "fees" to 
salaries. 


On the subject of the United, States pris- 


oners, the Attorney-General 
favors the 


erestion of a penitentiary centrally located 
and controlled by the United States, in 
which to confine its prisoners. If a Govern- 
ment prison were erected the convicts could 
be employed in the manufacture of sup- 
plies exclusively for the Government This 
would keep them employed, and should 
render the penitentiary alrngst self-sustain- 
ing. It would also avoid any objection to 
convict litbor. while the tax-payers would 
be relieved almost entirely of the burden ol 
supporting them. If Congress acts upon 
this recommendation it is suggested that the 
penitentiary should be erected at some cen- 
tral point where there are ample railroad 
facilities lor the transportation of the goods 
inamifachnedby them.
